Publ ic  transportation : 

Take  the  Boston  College  trolley  line  to  Boston  College  (last  stop)  .  Cross 
Commonwealth  Ave. and  walk  up  the  hill  to  Alumni  Hall. 

OR:  Take  the  Riverside  line  to  Chestnut  Hill.  Walk  right  on  Hammond  St., 
cross  Beacon  and  take  College  Rd.to  Commonwealth.  Turn  right  on  Commonwealth 
and  proceed  to  Alumni  Hall. 

Automobile : 


From  Rtes.128,  495,  etc.  -  You  can  choose  to  exit  these  highways  onto 
Rte.30  (Comm.Ave.),  Rte.9,  or  the  Mass.   Pike  and  follow  the  directions  below: 

Rte.9  -  From  the  West,  take  Rte.9  to  Hammond  St.  (NOT  Hammond  Pond  Pkwy.) 
and  turn  left  on  Hammond.  (From  the  East,  turn  right.)  Cross  Beacon  and  follow 
College  Road  to  Commonwealth  Ave.  Make  a  right  onto  Commonwealth  and  enter  the 
campus  at  St. Ignatius  Church. 

Mass. Pike  (West)  -  Take  exit  17  and  then  the  first  right  onto  Centre  St. 

Proceed  up  Centre,  past  BC '  s  Newton  Campus  to  Commonwealth  Ave.   Turn  left  onto 

Commonwealth,  drive  past  the  main  BC  campus  and  enter  the  campus  at  St. Ignatius 
Church .

COMPACT    DISCS 

AT    CONNECTICUT    COLLEGE 

From    Phil    Youngholm: 

Last  summer  I  decided  that  the  time 
nad  come  to  experiment  with  compact  discs 
in  the  library.  I  knew  their  potential 
advantages — no  surface  noise,  quick  random 
access — but  I  had  the  same  questions  about 
them  that  everyone  else  probably  has. 
Would  they — both  discs  and  players — hold 
up  under    the  constant   and  not  very  careful 


use  they  would  get  in  the  library?  Since 
I  didn't  know  of  any  other  academic 
library  that  had  a  CD  player,  and  since 
our  fines  and  fees  account  was  unusually 
flush  at  the  time,  I  took  the  plunge  and 
ordered  a  Technics  SL-P7  player  and  an 
initial    collection    of   about    30   CD's. 

We  installed  the  player  in  August,  so 
it  and  about  a  dozen  of  the  CD's  were 
ready  to  go  when  the  fall  semester  began. 
The  response  was  so  enthusiastic  that  by 
Thanksgiving  I  decided  to  spend  the  rest 
of  our  fines  and  fees  on  a  second  player, 
and  I  hope  to  have  budget  approval  for  two 
more    for    next   year. 

We've  had  virtually  no  problems. 
Twice  we've  had  complaints  about  things 
not  working  properly--one  occasion  of 
mistracking  (audibly  equivalent  to  the 
needle's  getting  stuck  in  the  groove  of  an 
analog  disc)  ,  and  one  occasion  when  a  disc 
wouldn't  play  at  all  on  one  player  (though 
it  would  on  the  other)  .  In  both  instances 
fingerprints  were  the  culprit,  and  a 
thorough  cleaning  restored  the  discs  to 
playability.  This  points  up  the  fact  that 
CD's  are  neither  indestructible  nor 
totally  indifferent  to  dirty  surfaces, 
despite  popular  myth.  But  the  fact  that 
our  oldest  CD's,  after  heavy  use,  sound 
exactly  the  same  as  they  did  when  we 
bought  them  seven  months  ago  has  made  me  a 
convert    to    the   medium. 

It's  true  that  LP's  still  far 
outdistance  CD's  in  the  quantity  and 
variety  of  music  available,  but  in  an 
undergraduate  library  most  of  the 
listening  is  to  basic  repertoire,  which  is 
already  fairly  well  represented  on  CD's. 
It's  precisely  in  the  most  heavily-used 
areas  that  CD's  make  most  sense,  so  I 
expect  to  set  about  building  a  CD 
collection  of  greatest  hits  of  classical 
music,  to  take  the  pressure  off  our  aging 
LP's  of  Beethoven  sonatas  and  Brahms 
concertos.
